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REMARKS 

Clainas 42-47 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
the disclosure of the Vogel reference (US Patent No. 5,253,066). 

In order to more fully and completely differentiate the claims of this application 
and in consideration of this rejection, claims 42 and 45 have been amended to contain 
several features that are not shown in the prior art reference, vis: 

^'the temunal device has means for receivii^ program data and program information 
for each program", 

"^e terminal device has means for recording the received program data and the 
received program information related to each prc^am^ 

^e terminal device has means for displaying a guide of the programs including the 
recorded program information related to the programs'^, 

'^e terminal device has means for inducing a user to select one of the programs firom 
the displayed program guide, and 

*Ue terminal device has means to print one piece of label information in the program 
information relating to the selected program. 

It is believed that the recording means» the displaying means and the inducing 
means are supported by the descriptions in the specification entitled "Operation of Playing 
or Reproducing a Recoded Program". More specifically, the specification discloses that 
the controller displays a recorded program guide for the recorded programs including 
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recommended program lists relating to recorded programs. Each recommended program 
list includes various program information obtmned from a program information table 32» 
and the controller permits a user to select a program. It is believed that the printing 
means is supported by the descriptions in the portion of the specification entitled '^Printing 
a Label". 

Further the difiFerences between the present invention, as defined by the amended 
the claims 42 and 45» and the disclosure of the Vogel reference are described as follows: 

The Vogel reference discloses a TV recording and viewing control system. The 
name of a program is recorded in the tape recording label. This extension permits 
programs that have been recorded on a tape to be identified by name (see column 7» lines 
39-49). The name of a program is printed legibly on the casing of the video cassette on 
which the corresponding program is recorded. The name of the recorded program is 
printed in alpha-numeric characters on the outside of the video cassette or onto another 
medium (please see from line 65 of column 7 to line 9 of colunm 8). That is^ the Vogel 
reference discloses that text data, such as alpha-numeric characters, are printed. 

In contrast, in the present invention the terminal device displays: 
a guide to the programs, 

means to induce a user to select one of the programs firom the displayed program guide, 
and 

means to print one piece of label information relating to the selected program in the 
program information. 
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Therefore, the Vogel reference fails to disclose or even suggest that label 
information relating to a program, that has been selected by a user from the program guide, 
is printed. 

For the above reasons, it is believed that the amended claims 42 and 45 are clearly 
distinguished from the disclosures in the Vogel reference. The examiner^s rejection of the 
claims as being anticipated under the provisions of 35 U.S.C. 102(b) should now be 
withdrawn and all of the instant claims found to be allowable. 

New claims 48 to 51 have been added to the present application to further clarify 
the present inventioiL 

It is believed that the subject-matter of the claims 48 to 51 is supported by the 
descriptions in the specification entitled ''Printing a Label". More specifically, the 
specification discloses that label information 141 of a program includes one or more icons. 
The label information may be printed on a label or a seal, which is preferably adhered to 
the recording medium (such as video tape) on which the program has been recorded, and 
the label information can be printed directly on that recording medium.
